conferences held on June 13 - 15# 195o> in Nev/ York City. 

Another confidential source advised in October, 
1958, that the I-SP had as its ultimate aim the establish- 
ment of a national, labor party. 

The '’Militant" issue of February 2, 1959# in a 
front page article entitled, "N.Y. Socialists discuss 
Possibilities for i960," related in part that the Independent 
Socialist Party, at a meeting held in New York City on 
January 24, 1959# had voted unanimously to continue 
activities as the United Independent-Socialist Committee 
(UI-SC) i 


Early in February'’, 1959# the first mentioned 
confidential source reported that at the January 24, 1959# 
meeting of the I-SP the following proposals for future 
activity vjere adopted: 

1. Establishment of a permanent committee 
to be called the United Independent- 
Socialist Committee. 

2. Establishment of a sub-comralttee to 
study the possibilities of running a 
campaign in i960 which committee would 
report back to a conference to be called 
in the fall (of 1959) at which time a 
decision would be reached on whether 

or not to attempt a i960 campaign. 

In the meantime, betv/een January, 1959# and the 
fall of 1959# the UI-SC would engage in struggles of the 
left and would participate in the fight for "peace, co- 
existence, civil liberties and civil rights, and support 
the struggles •f colored peoples and the struggle for pass- 
ports, etc."

According to the first mentioned confidential 
source the UI-SC would issue a newsletter from time to 
time to keep its membership informed of developments 
within the UI-SC.
